DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 2, 4, 7 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beki 
(DE10044930) in view of Nowack, et al. (DE1 954081 9A1). 

Beki discloses a roll-over protection device for a motor vehicle comprising a roll bar (1), having a U- 
shaped design and a transverse yoke (2) and lateral limbs (3,4), while leaving a loading opening (between 
reference numerals 10 in figure 1) unobstructed and extending such that it essentially spans the width of 
the vehicle. The lateral limbs can be displaced along fixed guiding devices (8, 17) in order to transfer the 
roll bar (1) out of a lowered non-operational position into a raised supporting position, wherein a central 
retaining and activating device (5, 7) is provided for the roll bar (1), the device being controlled by an 
actuator and/or a device (1 7) that synchronizes the displacement of the limbs (3, 4) of the roll bar (1 ) along 
the guiding devices (8, 15) is provided. The transverse yoke (2) and the limbs (3, 4) of the roll bar (1) are 
designed as a single piece. The central retaining and activating device (7) is arranged in a cross bar (6) 
that stretches essentially parallel to the transverse yoke (2) of the roll bar (1) in the installation position 
above the loading opening. Beki discloses a spring drive mechanism which transfers the roll bar out of a 
non-operational position into a raised supporting position. Beki discloses guiding devices (6a) of the limbs 
wherein a pre-mountable module is formed. The pre-mountable module comprises a torsion profile that 
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extends in the vehicle transverse direction in the installation position above the loading opening and can be 
connected tightly to a vehicle body. 

Beki teaches the claimed invention except for a synchronizing device connected to both limbs. 
Nowack teaches a roll bar comprising a synchronizing device 22 connected to both limbs. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify device of Beki to have the synchronizing device connected to both limbs to ensure control of both 
limbs during movement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 3, 5, 6, 8 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
